opening a controlling browser window configured to control aspects of a 
controlled browser window, wherein the controlling browser window establishes at (east 
one event handler prior to ooenrnq the controlled browser window, is q hidden window 
and whoroin tho controllod browcor window is a vi e wablo window ; and 

openin g, from within tho controlling brow se r window ? the controlled browser 
windo w, wherein the controlled browser window includes compris i ng a display area for 
rendering viewable content received from networi< locations, and w herein the controlling 
browser window controls at least one of a graph i cal ospoct of th e open e d controllod 
browcor window and a f unctional aspect of the op e n e d controlled browser window, 
during a browsing session engaged in by a user intoracting with tho controllod browcor 
windowiT 

receiving user input to which the controlled browser window is configured to 
produce a oredetemnined response: and 

ovenidinq the pr edetemiined response bv executing an action specified bv the at 
least one ev ent handler to cause a response different from the oredetemirned response. 

2. (Original) The method of claim 1, wherein the viewable content is Web 
content 

3, (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein the controlling 
browser window is furt h er configured to control a graphical aspect a BPoct c o f the 
controlled browser window to bo controllod by tho contro l ling browsor window compriso 
op e rationa l aspooto and at least one browser chrome element displayed by a graphical 
user interface displayed by the opened controlled browser window. 
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4. (Currently Amended) The method of dalm 1, wherein opening the 
controlling browser window ftjrther.comprlses. locking at least one of a keyboard key 
and a mouse key.

7. (Currently Amended) The method of dalm 1 . further comprising, wherein 
opening tho controll i ng browoor window comprieoo oxoouting a browoor control program 
compris i ng ovont handl e rs and wheroin the method furth e r compriooo : 

re-establishing th e at least one e vent handlers for each change in a network 
address being accessed by the opened controlled browser window p roaram .

9. (Previously Presented) The method of dalm 1, wherein opening the 
controlling browser window comprises preventing at least a portion of chrome of the 
opened controlled browser window from being displayed on an output device. 

10. (Previously Presented) The method of daim 9, wherein the chrome of the 
opened controlled browser window comprises at least one of a tool bar, a menu bar, a 
title bar, an address field, and a border. 

11. (Original) The method of claim 9, wherein the controlling browser window 
comprises at least one of a tool bar, a menu bar, a title bar, an address field, and a 
border. 

12. (Original) The method of daim 1, wherein opening the controlled brov\^er 
window comprises executing a controlled browser program and wherein opening the 
controlling browser window comprises executing a controlling browser program. 
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13. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 12, further comprising, in 
response to receiving user input configured to produce a first action by the opened 
controlled browser program, executing the controlling browser program to ovenride the 
first action and pnxluce a second action. 

14. (Currently Amended) A computer readable medium containing a controlling 
browser program which, when executed, performs arv operations for controlling a 
controlled browser window comprising a display area for rendering viewable content 
received from network locations, the operations comprising: 

opening a controlling browser window configured to control aspects of the 
controlled browser windo w bv establishing at least one event handler prior to openino 
the controlled browser window , wh e r e in tho contro ll ing brows e r window i s a hiddon 
w i ndow and wh e r e in th e control le d brows e r window is a v i owablo window , and wherein 
the controlling browser window controls at least one of a graphical acpoot of tho oponod 
controllod window or controls and a functional aspect of the open e d controlled bn^wser 
window, during a browsing session engaged in by a user i ntoroct i ng with tho oponod 
contro l l e d browser wndow; 

receivino user input to which the controlled browser window is oonfiaured to 
produce a predetermined response: and 

overriding the predetermined response bv executing an action specified by the at 
least one event handler to cause a response different from the predetermined response . 

15. (Original) The computer readable medium of claim 14, wherein the viewable 
content is Web content. 

16. (Cancelled) 

17. (Currently Amended) The computer readable medium of claim 14, wherein 
the controlling browser window is further configured to control a graphical aspect t he 
as p e cts of the controlled browser windo w including to b e contro l lod by tho controll i ng 
browsor window compris e operational as pects and a t least one browser chrome 
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element displayed by a graphical user interface displayed by the opened controlled 
browser window. 

18. (Cancelled) 

19. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium of claim 14, wherein 
opening the controlled browser window comprises executing a controlled browser 
program selected from one of Netscape Navigator® browser and Microsoft Internet 
Explorer® browser. 

20. (Original) The computer readable medium of claim 14, wherein opening the 
controlling browser window comprises locking at least one of a keyboard key and a 
mouse key. 

21. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium of claim 14, wherein 
the controlling browser window is configured to restrict the browsing activity engaged in 
by the user by limiting access to at least one networic address that is accessible by the 
opened controlled browser window. 

22. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium of claim 14, wherein 
opening the controlling browser window comprises preventing at least a portion of 
chrome of the opened controlled browser window from being displayed on an output 
device. 

23. (Previously Presented) The computer readable medium of claim 22, wherein 
the chrome of the opened controlled browser window comprises at least one of a tool 
bar. a menu bar, a title bar, an address field, and a border 

24. (Original) The computer readable medium of claim 22, wherein the controlling 
browser window comprises at (east one of a tool bar, a menu bar, a title bar, an address 
field, and a border. 
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25. (Currently Amended) A computer, comprising: 

a memory containing at least a browser programming; 

a processor which when executing the browser programming. Is configured to: 

open a controlling browser window configured to control aspects of a controlled 
browser windo w bv estabiishrno at least one event handler prior to opening the 
controlled browser window , the aspects comprising at least one ef-operational aspects 
a nd graphical aopooto of a graphical user interface, and whoroin tho controll i ng browcor 
window l o a hidden window ; and 

opening , from within th e controlling brow se r window, the controlled browser 
windo w, wherein the controlled browser window includes comprising a display area for 
rendering viewable content received from networt< locations, and wherein the controlling 
browser window controls the at least one operational aspects of the op e nod controlled 
browser window during a browsing session engaged in by a user rntoracting with tho 
contro ll od brows e r w i ndow; 

receiving user input to which the controlled browser window is configured to 
PRjduce a predetermined response: and 

overriding the predetermined response bv executing an action specified bv the at 
least one e vent handler to cause a response different from the predetermined response. 

26. (Previously Presented) The computer of claim 25, wherein the browser 
programming comprises a Web browser. 

27. (Cancelled) 

28. (Previously Presented) The computer of claim 25, further comprising a 
keyboard and a mouse and wherein, by executing the browser programming to open 
the controlling browser window, the processor is configured to lock at least one of a 
keyboard key and a mouse key. 

29. (Cancelled) 
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30. (Previously Presented) The computer of claim 25. further comprising a 
display device and wherein, by executing the browser programming, the processor is 
configured to prevent at least a portion of chrome of the controlled browser window from 
being displayed on the display device. 

31. (Original) The method of dalm 30, wherein the chrome of the controlled 
browser window comprises at least one of a tool bar, a menu bar, a title bar, an address 
field, and a border. 

32. (Previously Presented) The computer of claim 25, further comprising a 
network connection configured to support communications with the network locations 
via a network. 

33. (Original) The computer of claim 32, wherein the network is the Internet. 

34. (Currently Amended) A method of controlling a browsing session engaged 
In by a user, comprising: 

opening a browser program that opens a first browser window, configured to 
open and display an HTML document, wherein the HTML document includes an 
executable component, which when processed by the browser program causes the 
browser program to establish at least one event handler, and further configured to open 
a second browser window; and 

opening the second browser window, wherein the executable component of the 
first browser window is further configured to control at least one of a graphica l aspoot of 
th e oponod s e cond broweor window and a functional aspect of the second browser 
window, during the browsing sessk>n engaged in by a user interacting with the second 
browser window; 

receiving user input to which the second browser window is oonfiaured to 
produce a predetermined response: and 
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ovenridina the predetermi ned response bv executing an action specified by the at 
least one event handler to cause a response different from the predetemiined response, 

35. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 34. wherein the aspects of the 
second browser window to be controlled by the first browser window further c omprise 
op e rational controllino a graphical aspect of a spoctG and o t least one browser chrome 
element d i oplayod by a graphical ucor intorfaoo displayed by the oponod controllod 
second browser window. 

36. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 34, wherein the executable 
component processed by the browser program renders the first browser window as a 
hidden window and the second browser window as a viewable window, and wherein the 
browsing activity engaged in by the user is restricted by the executable component. 
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
